Claims 1-63 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2X3), because the prior art does not teach or feirly suggest El 1 anti-CRl 
antibodies of SEQ ID NO: 2 with the specifically claimed modifications for reducing immunogemcity of the antibody or use of 
modified antibody, Hogg et al. (of record) teaches the identification of the El 1 anti-CRl monoclonal antibody but does not teach or 
suggest modifications for reducing the immunogenicity of the monoclonal antibody.. 

Claims 1-63 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4). and thus have industrial applicabUity because the subject matter claimed c 
be made or used in industry. 
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
